cause  by  entruspag  his  busine>s  to  Other 
m*n  for  a time,  aieQiking  his  son,  he  went 
a three  or  four  ikfyy  journey—  more  than  one 
hundred  miles  tofjeprt sent  his  church  in 
Assocfatiuii.  jXj  ‘ . j 

According  to  ptfvious  appointment,  the 
: Mkhoacun  BaptistyAssociation,  in  its  third 
aauual  session,  mefVt  Guayameo,  January  1, 
1900.  On  the  s&ue  day  was  dedicated  the 
n«w  chapel  of  Gufftinieo.  which  was  built  by 
the  untiring  effort  ff  Vicente  Rios,  the  self- 
supporting  A^tec  justor,  and  his  congrega- 
tidn,  with  little  btV  from  outride,  and  not 
orte  cent  from  our  ibard.

During  the  interrJftSum  between  Rev.  H.  P. 
McCormick  and  mUKlf  this  field  has  sub - red 
ffr  lack  of  attention,  many  of  the  brethren 
qnd  stations  n -t  Saving  tyean  visited  by  a 
missionary  for  twejaears.  The  work  is  scat- 
tered, rnanv  of  tal  believers  and  members 
' having  changed  Jlheir  residences,  yet  the 
incoming  missiomPy  is  slowly  going  over  the 
field,  becoming  a£fi]uaiiUed  and  getting  the 
work  somewhat  at  hand.  There  are  more 
l than  a dozen  missNn  stations,  some  of  which 
We  trust,  by  the  jessing  of  God,  will  de 
telop  into  chipehes  during  this  year. 
Several  sent  refliisentatives  to  our  rectnt 
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The  business  9&$ie  Association  .was  soon 
dispatched;  coimjfjgtces  being  appointed  and 
the  work  laid  oufigar  another  year.  Two  of 
tire  ordained  riatM  1 preachers  of  the  Associ- 
ation are  selLsupfilting  pastors,  and  the  third 
i*  to  labor  injthe  Sounds  of  the  Association 
this  year,  without  P|Iary,  $54  00  having  been 
subscribed  at  tbi-"  Association  toward  the 
Sbo .00— $5.00  pcfr  month — necessary  to  pay 
his  traveling  exfanses.*  Bro.  McCormick, 
who  opeftd  this  fi®  and  founded  this  work, 
labored  and  buildni  so  wisely  that  we  find 
nbthing  to  be  cha&ed.  On  the  contrary,  we 
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are  trying  to  carry  ot^t  bis  original  plans  by 
making,  if  possible,  gltt  the  chnrchje*  of  the 
Assocsitiou  self-supj  pitting  and  self-propaga- 
ting. At  the  mention  pf  Mctormibk’s  name 
these  Indians1  cannfit]  restrain  thjcir  tears, 
they  loved  bhq  so  much.  j > 

')  At  the  recent  Association  the  congrega- 
tions were  large,  amljtpe  attejntion  ahd  inter- 
est good' from  the  beginning.  Two  or  time 
meetings  were  held  dafly  for; five  days.  More 
than  once,  many  ifk  "the  congregation  were 
in  tears  under  the  Influence  of  G id’s  Spirit 
and  the  preaching  ofi  H.is  Wqrdi.  T fie  follow- 
ing are  some  of  the  tqx(s‘used  durin  j the  meet- 
ings; "What  shall  vtejdo  that  we  might  work 
s the  fvorks  of  God;’|  “The  house  of  God, 
which  is  the  Eburtih ! of  the  living  God  the 
Pillar  and  ground  joi  Qie  truth,’  (used  at

In  closing  our  la^oy>  on  Thursday  morn- 
ing, January  4th,  Hvi  sang;  “ lyow  fiira  a 
Foundation,^  awl  kfiefcling  dowsi,  iight  breth- 
ren led1  consecutively  in  short,  touching  pray- 
ers. Th.-n  was  sun|,  | ‘God  be  wpihyou  till 
we  meet  again ;’’  arid  as  the  brethren  gave  us 
the  parting  band,  they  fell  upon  lour  necks 
and  wept.  A half  tjoaen  of  theni[  on  hor.-e- 
back,  escorted  us  otjt  i few  miles  t b speed  us 
on  our  way. 

Coming  north,  fin  the  followipg  day  we 
reached  the  Balsas  diver,  the  lagest  in  Mexico. 
Then  turning  oar  faces  westward,  we  traveled 
all  day  along  the  h|(tpankof  the|  river  and 
amused  ourselves  by  looking  at  the  Crocodiles 
which  had  crawl-  d joiit  on  the  sajnd  bars  to 
sun  themselves.  Thfi  largest  one  we  saw 
must  have  been  nefir’v  ten  feet  lb«g.  The 
freshly  lettered  stakes  pound  at  intervals  along 
the  river’s  bank,  ieriinded  Us  that  we  were 
just  behind  the  corns  >f  engineers  who  were 
surveying  the  linefoi  dne  of  th;  railroads 
soon  to  be  completed  from  Mexi  :d  City  to 
the  Pacific  coast,  jwe  had  hoped  to  reach 
the  feny  and  cross  ]h*  river  that  j afternoon, 
but  the  weather  wap  intensely  Jiot[  the  road 
rocky  and  bad,  andloilr  horses  tirieq.  Night 
came  on  and  we  lost  opr  pathway  imong  the 
enormous  l>oulders  Ihkt  bad  rolled  from  the 
mountain  top  downdoj  the  river  be  1.  As  the 
river  has  literally  pul  its  way  through  the 
mountains  to  the  Pacific,  there  is  hot  a bit  of 
level  land  on  eitief  side,  the  (sfise  of  the 
mountains  coming  4own  to  the  witfr’s  edge. 
There  are  no  wagofis  pr  wagon  rclafisdn  t!iis 
part  of  the  country  ;jitps  too  mouritaiuons  for 
them.  Tbe  freight^  age  earned  oi  the  bicks 
of  mules  and  donkeys]  In  thenatrow  moun- 
tain defiles  it  is  diffitift  to  pass  1 hqlarge  cara- 
vans. In  front  youimeet  an  IndBan — some- 
times a boy— riding, ai  old,  gentlfi  mare  with 
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her  shackly  bell.  Then  come  the  loaded 
mules,  sometimes  fifty  in  number,:  f sllowetl 
by  one  or  twtf  muleteers  Cotni  ig  up  from 
th-  Pacific  thej>’  bring  salt,  su  jaf.  tropical 
fruits,  fish,  sea  shells,  etc.  On  the  return 
trip  they  take  dry-goods,  tods  at  id  whatever 
other  articles  may  be  in  demand  bn  the  coast. 

We  stopped  over  Sunday  with  a friend,  the 
manager  of  the  Aztec  Copper  tnijne,  wbiph  is 
one  of  the  oldest  in  the  country.  He  k ndly 
showed  us  through  the  shafts,  With  details 
and  interesting  explanations  about  the  veins, 
grade  of  the  njetal  and  process  of  Extracting  it. 
After  an  absence  of  three  weeks  We  reached 
Morelia,  thankful  to  the  dear  Lord  for  the 
rich  blessings,  temporal  and  spiritual,  which 
had  attended  us  through  a journey  of  four- 
hundred  miles.

Sometimes  one  or 
taore  will  receive;  a ejjss  strain  bf  excellence 
or  baseness  from  renj|«  ancestors.;  ’ But  this 
does  not  effect  the  g^eral  statement.  Capt. 
v John  Powell  ha  t an  * Vtots  of  ah- m he  was 
rightfully  proud. I HS  maternal  grandfather, 
Rev.  Zjjchary  Leigft  Iwas  of  that  nobility 
known  ia  thu/connt*  t as  the  Baptist  minis- 
try. and  \yas  a captat^  of  a cayalry  company 
under  General  GeoCej  .WashingtOn  during 
the  Revolutionary  Wkjr.  His  .father,  Thomas 
W-.  Powell,  was  clerffof  Amelia  county,  Vp 
•t-the  tinte  of  his  deAii  iu  1830/  He  showed 
himself  to  be  n sensWe,  successful,  bus' ness 
man.  Like  his  mJArtiat  grandfather,  C pt. 
John  Powell  made  aftJood  soldier.  In  i860, 
he  enlisted  ia  the  fifteenth  Mississippi  jn. 
fantry^bift  beingshePjSuf  Yalobusha  county, 
it  became* his  duty  toKetttrn  home  at  the  end 
of  six  months  to  Collet  the  taxes  Early  iu 
186J,  he  joined  the  Virginia'  army,  and  was 
in  the  baftles  of  C-M  Harbor,  Hagertown, 
and  Drewtey’s  Bluff  Jj 
When  tjie  dark  dii  melancholy  days  of 
the  Civil  War  had  ei»td,  Capt.  John  Powdll 
was  at  oqice  recog  as  a wise  ind  safe

business  mau.  He  waj  jreasurer  fof  awhile 
of  the  old  Mississippi  C^ijtral  Railway.  He 
was  employed  as  traveling  agent  for  cotton 
commission  houses  in  jJfew  Orleans,  tor  fi\e 
years,  and  in  that  city,  |rj^.i 875-  founj^td  the 
firm  of  cotton  facto'S  kupwti  as  Chaffs,  Ham- 
ilton & PowcLl.  It  wislsipposed  thaf:  he  was 
worth  $200,000.00  atthpjime  of  hi?  death, 
March  23,  1893,  just  semi  years  agnjj 

It  was  observable  that  jCapt.  Jolui  Powell 
was  lame  in  one  of  bii  Ijpmbs.  He  .did  uot 
try  to  conceal  the  fact  lot  his  latuedess.  It 
came  from  an  honorablA  Wound,  re«ive  l by 
leading  his  company  atjtl^e  bitteof  I)  ewry  s 
Bluff,  Juue  186+.  He  jijffered  intense  pain 
for  two  jears.  His  phyjijiians  gave  l|im  morA 
phine  to  mitigate  his  siitjering,  untilL  as  he 
once  tol  l me,  he  felt  a d'l^M  habit  bejining 
to  tighten  Its  cold  co^sj  about  hinf,  T hese 
were  the  dark  days  of  Wjs  life.  Such  uuto- 
ward  circumstances  bfjr  down  thje  weak. 
The  men  ot  smill  powefsi  are  boggedj  in  the 
moi rasscs  of  misfortune*,  but  strojfg  men 
bridge  over  them,  aujl ! the  fear  blit  show 
their  belter  parts  to  tljejfinest  tfforrl  Capt. 
John  Powell  gradually  jiacrease^l  ihej  periodic 
doses  of  the  drug,  so  uf  wisely  reco  Jetl 
by  his  physicians,  until  til' y became;  nought, 
and  a ski  Ifni  operation;  relieved  hitii  of  his 
suffering.  A proyidefcde  wearing  jml  »g'y 
mask,  may  kn'dc  at  our  floor,  and  a fright  us 
for  awhile,  but  if  wecoqftont  it  as  Jcihua  dm 
the  angtl,  the  mask  faljsj  off,  and  wt  see  the 
benign  face  of  a heavenjyj  messenger. 

Capt.  John  Powell  wjsjn  man  Of  pleasant, 
easy  manners.  He  wit  [feared  a poor  hoy  in 
the  country,  where  thepifibits  of  the  people 
were  simple  and  where,]  in  those  days,  the 
amenities  of  life  were  f4\t.  We  are  told  that 
few  men  grow  out  o|  tue  impressions  and 
habits  of  their  youth. j JOne’s  truly  associa- 
tions leave  a lasting  iniprint  on  his  ,life.  It 
is  said  that,  if  such  asiapiations  art;  rough, 
you  may  educate  the  otjel  who  has  bjen  sub- 
jected to  them,  but  you:  dan  never  n ake  him 
a man  of  culture,  you  cannot  pol  sh  him. 
This  may  be  true  im  thd  main.  Some  people 
are  b/  nature  boorish,  4<ip  do  not  fade  in  the 
washing.  But  some  men  are  b(  rn>  vitn  the 
pronounced  outlines  tjf  j a gentleman,  we’l 
formed;  and  though  thp-i  outlines  s dould  lie 
covered  with  the  fallen  \j&ris  of  lime,  they  re- 
main distinct,  as  the  dxfcumed  pieieslof  art 
fro  n the  ruins  of  Pomp^iil  Capt.  Job  1 1'owe’l 
had  the  same  easy,  nattlrll  grace  of  manner 
with  the  man  behind  fine  plow,  that  he  had 
in  the  company  jof  the  fashionable,  *ho  fre- 


quently gathtred  in  his]  inviting  dome  in 
Grenada. 

Cap*.  John  Powell  hall  la  remarkable  !poise 
cf  head  and  heait.  Hi*  mind  did  qjt  dwarf 
his  emotions,  nor  did  hfckmotious  drive]  their 
steeds  with  iron  shoed  ever  bis  mi  ad.  He 
thought  much,  he  felt  djfcily.  1 1 do  tn»t  re- 
m ember  that  I eversawjlam  unduly  igitated. 
Yet  he  went  shbulder  tol  shoulder  wii|h  his 
brethren,  in  the  vangjJrdv  in  the  stormy 
days  when  State  MUsf.Jis  met  determined 
opposition,  and  much  :<if  the  wise  manage- 
ment that  was  displa>M  iu  those  day*  was 
the  suggestion  of  his  m|tire  thought 

Dr.  C.  C.  Brown,  ofjaunpter,  S.  0-,  in 
the  last  number  of  the  Baptist  Argua,  says, 

that  for  years  his  hym^  fias  been  a fieg  ho- 


tel  {or  the  passing  traveler.”  In  t ii$  asser- 
tion he  unwittingly  pays  himself  a g reat  com- 
priment.  To  entertain  regularly  atd  well,  fa 
orte  of  the  fine  arts.  I)r.  Brown,  ir  all  theie 
years, ^npay  have  entertained  many  Engels  un- 
awaies.  Capt.  John  Powell  was  pecuniarily 
al>le,  as  a generous  host,  to  entertain  his 
friends.  His  front  door  swung  lightly  on  its 
hinges,  when  it  did  not  stand  open  |wide.  He 
was st k|om  without  company.  I have  bie» 
at  his  house,  with  a number  of  other  guests, 
when  neithtr  he  nor  bis  good  w fe  was  at 
home,  and  their  hospitality  seemad  to  ab  und 
as  the  atmosphere  that  was  breathed.  Our 
Southern  people  have  the  reputatici  1 j)f  bsing 
hospitable.  The  hope  is  cherished  t|h  it  this 
heritage  of  our  faihers  shall  not  be  'o^t  in  the 
coalescing  process  of  becoming  homogeneous 
with  the  people,  who  are  brought  to  ns  on  the 
incoming  tide  of  mpdern  iramigraticn; 

The  crowning  tiait  of  character  jpos-essed 
by  Capt).  John  Powell  was  his  well-rounded 
benevolence.  He  was  large  hailded,  right 
and  lettj.  ’ He  may  be  termed  The  Ue  jevoletjt 
Man.  ■ lie  had  no  p?t  schemes,  he]  rode  no 
hobbies!  He  seemed  equally  interested  in 
alj  the  enterprises  fo  tered  by ' our  people. 
Tfiey  wiho  had  a church  to  build,  mjght  haw 


wpU  supposed  that  Captain  John  Pg|w|«11  had 
hjs  hetift  in  that  kiud  of  Christian  vjo'k.  He 
wks  an  Erdent  friend  of  State  Mi“sloni.  I re- 
mjember  that,  in  the  fall  of  1883,  he,]  Dr.  J. 
B<  Gatubrell,  and  I,  rode  in  his  cjarriagp, 
fotty  miles  east  of  Grenada,  to  attend  a meet- 
ing of  tne  Zion  Association,  where  he  made  a 
fire  speiech  on  State  Missions.  In  tjhie  fall  of 
tlfe  yeal  previous,  at  a meeting  of  the  Yallo 
bifsha  Association  at  Spring  Hill  church,  his 
effort  tq  educate  the  piopletogive  to  Foreign 
Missions,  was  highly  entertaining.  He  put 
down  t<  n dollars,  and  a few  covered  {t,  then 
h6  gave  five  dollars  and  more  responded,  and 
then  tw(o  dollars  and  a half,  and  cjoeved  his 
work  by  giving  a dollar  in  a general  collec- 
tion, in  which  nearly  every  one  in  the  Associ- 
ation participated  who  had  not  given  of  the 
larger  amounts.  He  was  a warm  frien  f of 
Mississippi  College.  His  last  mortbs  were 
largely  |occupied  in  striving  to  promote  the 
interests  of  that  loved  institution  of  learning. 

To  have  large  amounts  of  money  4t  one’s 
command  is  uo  sin.  If  it  were,  like  the  un- 
pdrdonab’e  sin,  verv  few  would  pommit  it. 
The  discoloring  that  one  gets  on  his  hands  from 
handling  money,  is  caused  from  the  slain 
already  on  the  hands.

Bnt  the  mocking-bird  may  he  mad?  to  .-sing 
inj  the  well-ordered  Christian  home,  Or  amid 
tlae  noxious  fumes  of  the  drinking  houss-. 
Money  biay  be  used  to  help  the  wea  7 traveler 
uj^  the  piill  of  difficulty,  or  it  may  be  approv 
piliated  to  the  gratification  of  the  fiofldid  na- 
ture. If  God  grants  to  one  {he  gi  t to  make 
money,  he  ought  to  use  the  talent,  *nd  let 
the  gift]  have  its  reflex  influence  on  tho  great 
Oiver  Himself.

He  closes 
wi  b a graphic  picture  of  the  "World’s  Par- 
liament of  Religions’’ at  Chicago,  in  which 
Carxiinal  Gibbons  is  the  central  figure,  sur- 
rounded by  the  followers  of  'Brahma  and 
Buddha  and  Mohammed,  with  the  eloquent 
Monk  Vivekfivanda  of  Bombay.  Here  the 
Lord’j  prayer  is  repeated  by  a Shinto  prieat. 
Dr.- Thomas  iajs,  "Thus  Christianity  took  its 
plafx  as  one  ol  the  many  allied  phases  of  the 
‘absolute  religion’  in-  the  ‘universal  church’ 
of  bummity.”
